Remnanis of an Ancient 
Civilisation 


About twenty-five miles by road 
from Jogjakarta lie. the impressive 
ruins of B:roebodoer. These ruins—a 
Buddhist Shrine, are said to be in the 
best state of preservation of any 
known of equal age. This is probably 
due to the fact cf their being buried 
for hundreds of years beneath vol- 
canic ash and a thick jungle growth. 

There are many tales extant con- 
cerning their discovery. My inform- 
ant, a Javanese schoolteacher, told me 
they were first uneivered by Sir 
Stamford Raftles. of Singapore fame. 
When the English handed over Java to 
the Dutch trace of the ruins was again 
lost. They were later re-discovered by 
a Dutch explorer and have since been 


kept in good c¢cndition as a tourist 
attraction. 
“My friends produced a car from 


heaven knows where and we set off 
in the afternoon, for a quick lo:k at 
the much talked of shrine. 


_ Unique Monument 


After spluttering along indifferent 
roads for about twenty miles we came 
to Mendoet Shrine. We paused here 
to allow the indignant engine to cool 
off and to admire the setting of the 
unique monument. Standing in a 
small park it rises in a rectangular 
pile to a height of sixty or seventy 
feet. The interior is hollow and unlit 
except for the light entering the nar- 
riw slit serving as entrance. When 
one’s ey2s became accustomed to the 
gloom a huge stone Buddha was dis- 
cernible. I felt the hair on the back 
of my neck prickle as { stood silently 
and alone in the semi-darkness. The 
experience was like s*mething from a 
novel by Sir Rider Haggard. I was 
glad to get out into the daylight. 

We replenished the  car’s radiator 
with water from a nearby cottage and 
resumed our journev to Beroebodoer. 
Surprisingly, we made it : 

For those interested in architecture 
Boroebodoer is a delight. Built of 


grey stone, niw black and mildewed * 


by time and weather, it is roughly 
four hundred feet square at the bass, 
rising in five tlers to a ci-cular crown. 
Each tler is surrounded by a wide 
path ard has a deeply carved {resco 
depicting the story of the Buddha. The 
carving is in almost perfect conditicn 
still There are literally hundreds of 
{mages of the Buddha set in niches 
and cupolas throughout the shrine. At 
the summit there is a complete circle 
of bell-tikg: cupolas each containing 9 
life sized image cf Buddha, A curious 


feature of these images is that most 


of them are headless. One version of 
this necullarity is tnat the shrine was 
rman during the Arab invasion of

The snail-like progress was no 
strain however, for the countryside at 
night is as l-vely as by dav. Millions 
of firetlies lit the paddyfields with 
erratic stars, and the overcast had 
cleared to allow a thin moon to throw 
leaning palms and crude cottages into 
romantic silhzuette. In the distance 
Mounts Merapi and Slamat could be 
seen thrusting -their vague shapes into 
the darkness. - 

Java is rich in. folk-lore. With 
queer angular puppsts cut from lea- 
ther, shadowplays {rom Hindu my- 
thelogy are enacted. The cperators 


sit at right angles to the audisnce who . 


see only the shadows of the puppets. 
These puppets are in strict traditional 
design. and each character {s recognis- 
able by dress and attitude. One typi- 
cal story concerns’ a y-ung® princess 
who upon the death of her parents ac- 
cedts to the throne. A giant threatens 
to invade her‘*kingdom unless she 
marries him. The Queen sends sol- 
diers agairst the giant but they are 
defeated. Finally, in desperation, she 
learns cf a student-warrior who lives 
in the forest. “She sends for him and 
prevails upon him to defend her. He 
does so, and after slaying the giant 
he and the young Queen live in fairy- 
tale happiness ever after.

The following morning I was taken 
through the grzunds of the Sultan’s 
Palace. The palace consists of 2 
series of enclosures, each with a gate 
guarded by a retainer in traditional 
Jojgiakerta dress. A pair of .entwined 
snakes cerved above the gate, and 
two grctesque giants, suop7rt the re- 
tainer in his dutits. Each enclosure 
has one or more pavilions and each 
pavilion has its own particular pur- 
Dose.

Because the 
pulmonary artery is so near the heart 
the operation is one of the most 
ticklish in surgical experience. It 
takes from two to five hours to ‘per- 


* form. 


So far no British surgeon has tried 
the operation, but Professor Blalock, 
now past his 300 mark, ts giving de- 
monstrations to them on patients in 
Guy’s Hospital, London. Eventually 
surgeons will begin tooperate in the 
British Isles, ,- 

Professor - Blalock’s patients hav- 
ranged from 4 months old to 26 years 
—the latter a rare case of a patient 
with pulmonary stenosis who, by liv- 
ing an extremely inactive lfe, had 
managed to reach a comparative old 
age. 

The professor has found that the

LONG LIFE 


Robert M, Hutchins, Chancellor of 
the University of Chicago, writes in 
the December issue of “American 
Magazine,” that atomic bombs can an- 
nihilate all life on earth—but that it 
ig also possible to use atomic energy 
to enable man to live as long as 
Methuselah, 

“Atomie energy,” he said, “makes all 
of our conceptions of daily living ob- 
solete, “eradicates virtually at! our 
limitations, caps all our maladies, and 
opens the door to a wavy of life as un- 
complicated as that of a South Seas 
native basking in the sun and plucking 
his food from the breadfruit tree. Our 
paramount problem, our chief hazard 
in the atomic age, will be what to, do 
with our spare time.” 

Factories will operate only a few 
hours a week to produce more goods 
than car be used. They will produce, 
among other things, new metals, new 
types of celf-insulating building ma- 
terials, new fabrics, foods, furnishines 
and communication devices- which will 
eliminate space and time. Vcshicles 
will run for a year on two ounces or 
less of atomic fuel.

A young boy with a crushed lez 
lay in the emergency accident ward 
of a London hospital. 

The surgeon stood over him ex- 
Pertly probing the wound in an 
effort to ascertain whether the blood 
vessels had been badly damaged and 
thus prevented the blood circulating. 
But time was precious and the sur- 
geon knew that it would be quite a 
while before he could be sure of the 
answer and in the

era in modern medicine for the sur- 
geon. ‘It has come in the form of a 
wew group of chemicals which doc 
tors and scientists hall as the most 
far-reaching medical discovery since 


.the invention of the microscope. 


For out of Britain’s atomic energy 
research establishment at Harwell, 
in rural Berkshire, are coming the 
first healing weapons foreed in th 
atomic pile in the battle against 
disease, : 

The new group of chemicals are 
called radio Isotopes, and samples 
are already reaching the laboratory 
headquarters of ‘the Medical Re- 
search Council at Mount Vernon in 
north London. 

These radio-isotopes—one of which 
ts radio-phosphorus—are made up 
from phosphorus, carbon or iodine. 
These chemicals are fed into the 
atomic pile and radio-activated, so 
giving them the effect of radium. 

Radium, all substances js 
made up of atoms, but there Is a 
difference. Each tiny atom gives off 
an explosive burst capable of des- 
troying diseased cells in the human 
body, thus making it.an indispens- 
able asset to medicine. 4 

But radium fs very rare snd costs 


. £13,000 a dram, therefore only very 


few persons have been able to bene- 
fit from radium treatment. Now 
Britain’s nuclear physicists have 
placed this medical treatment within 
the reach of all in radio-activating 
ordinary phosphorus (just us on the 
head of a match) giving it the form 
of “artificial radium” and just as 
capable of treating many ds af 
disease. 

Lord Moran, an eminent medical 
man and the King’s physician, has 
commented on this discovery thus:

To kitl.a guest once he has eaten 
your food is a disgrace. To ‘kill a 
member of your own tribe is bad 
form, To kill the murderer of one of 
your. blood is a duty, 

Four wives is the timit allowed by 
law, Few men in fact afford so many, 
A man'may divorce his wife by say- 
ing to. her three times: “I divorce 
you.” But untike the rest of the 
Moslem world, a woman may also 
leave her husband and return to her 
father’s tent.

“Leucotomy” means a cutting

“concerned with thought but its 
precise functions are obscure”;

Whatever this function is, it 
is something subtle, since there 
hive been cnses where because 
of the patient's injuries, suwr- 
geons have found it necessary 
to remove the forward portions 
of the lobe altogether. The re- 
sult has been, in the words of 
one surgeon, that the patient's 
behaviour beeomes facile, ra- 
ther uninhibited, tending to be 
the “Ufe and soul of the party.”

Why does the cutting of these 
fibres bring about a lessening of 
tension? Once again, nobody 
can prove the theories lying 
behind it. What is certain is 
that in a grent many cases it 
works, It is probable that if 
other fibres in the brain were 
severed a similar relief might 
be experienced. 


One of the handicaps from 
which neurologists suffer in 
studying the effects of the 


operation is that ft has never 
been performed on a normal, 
mentally healthy person. Con- 
acquently there is no way of 
measuring possible changes of 
personality. 

The fact that a man becomes 
dull and unenterprising when
